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Che “Poor Houses” of Massachusetts. 

There is no State in the Union so abundantly provided with Poor Houses as 
the Bay State. Not satisfied with the present large number, she has established 
several others during the present session of the Legislature. What we mean 
by 2 Poor House is an establishment for the employment of the Poor, from the child of 
ten years to the adults of all ages, both males and females. Such, emphati- 
cally, are the manufactories of New England—such, the benevolent and active 
ineans provided for the employment of boys and girls, who would otherwise be 
idle, or else active in mischief. Establish these manufactories in Maryland, 
Virginia and the South, and there will be no really poor to clothe or feed in that 
fertile section of the country. 

“ The Charlestown AL wer) Free Press relates an interesting incident of a 
poor family in the neighbor of Harper’s Ferry, living a few months ago in 
the most squalid poverty, without work, and in the — suffering. Recently 
they were removed to\Baltimore county, Marylan , and given employment in a 
factory. There are some twelve or fourteen children in the family, about half of 
whom, with the father, are now engaged as operatives, and their income is near 
one thousand dollars per annum, ; 

“This case suggests a thought, which we have often revolved in our mind, 
whether, as a mere enterprise of benevolence, anything could be done in a gen- 
eral way more beneficial to the poor of our towns than the establishment of 
such factories, of whatever kind, as would afford a sufficiency of light labor to 
give employment to needy infirm persons and the children of the poor among 
them? It does seem to us that much good might be effected, even in our own 
town, in this way.”"—Staunton (Va) Spectator. 

Maryland, Virginia, South Caroiina (see page 356), Alabama, Missouri, Ten- 
nessee, are now making rapid strides towards domestic manufactures. The 
policy of providing for our own poor, by giving them steady employment, rather 
than contributing to the support of foreign paupers, is now very well understood. 

The following statements give some interesting statistics of the manufacturing 
industry of Massachusetts. In the State there are now 32 rolling, slitting and 
nail mills, which roll and slit 14,942 tons of iron per ann., and produce 37,102,400 
pounds of hails—total value $2,738,300 ; hands employed 1729. The number of 
forges is 152, producing annually bar iron, anchors, chains, &c., &c., to the 
amount of $538,966, and employing 422 hands, There are four furnaces for the 
manufacture of pig iron, which produce to the amount of $148,761, and em.

WOOLEN MANUFACTURES OF MASSACHUSETTS. 

There are 178 woolen mills in Massachusetts, running 514 sets of machinery. 
During the past year these mills consumed 15,387,448 pounds of wool ; manu- 
factured 1,022,359 yards of broadcloth , 2,451,548 yards of cassimere ; 3,558,720 
yards of satinet ; 1,652,345 yards of Kentucky jeans ; 4,490,737 yards of flannel 
and blanketing ; 256,205 pounds woolen yarn ; 702,000 yards goods not specified. 
Total value $8,877,478. Capital invested in woolen manufactures $5,604,202. 
Hands employed, 2901 males and 3471 females, 

CARPET MANUFACTURES. 

The number of mills in Massachusetts is 17; consuming 150,000 pounds of 
cotton and 1,786,238 pounds of wool. They produce 158,958 yards of carpeting, 
valued at $834,322. Capital invested $488,000 ; hands employed, 715 males and 
319 females. 

WORSTED MANUFACTURES. 


There are 10 establishments for the manufacture of worsted in Massachusetts, 
producing 2,321 ,338 yards of goods, and 617,366 pounds of worsted yarn, valued 
at $654,566. Capital $514,000; hands employed, 53 males and 548 females. 

MANUFACTURES OF HOSIERY. 

This branch of manufacture has now 17 establishments entirely devoted to it. 
They produce 134,138 pairs and 28,200 pounds of yarn, valued at $94,892 ; hands 
employed, 53 males and 185 females, 

LINEN MANUFACTURES. 

The nanufactories of linen are 3 in number, employing 93 males and 99 fe. 

males: annual produce 875,000 yards, valued at $145,00U. Capital $79,000. 
SILK MANUFACTURES. 

The eight silk establishments in Massachusetts, produced during the last year 
22,509 pounds of sewing silk, valued at $150,477. Capital invested $38,000 ; 
hands employed 28 males and 12 females. . 


COPPER AND BRASS, 

There are now 45 manufactories of these metals in Massachusetts, employ- 
ing 342 hands, and turning out annually 2,430,000 pounds of copper, and manu- 
facturing articles of brass, valued at $331,800. Capital invested $496,600. 

MANUFACTURE OF PAPER. 

Massachusetts has £9 paper mills, consuming annually 12,886 tons of stock 
and employing 1369 hands. The yearly production is estimated at 4765 tons 
and 907,175 reams of paper, valued at $1,750,273. 

RAIL CARS, COACHES, SLEIGHS AND OTHER VEHICLES. 

There are 563 establishments for the mauufacture of vehicles of all kinds. 

These employ 1881 persons, and produce yearly to the value of $1,343,576, 
SOAP AND TALLOW CANDLES. 
Total manufactories 109 ; annual produce 18,940 barrels soft soap, 13,360,760 
pounds of hard soap, and 1,802,444 pounds of candles. Total value $836,156. 
TANNERIES. 
These now number 473, tanning yearly 1,755,858 hides—valued at $3,836,657. 
BOOTS AND SHOES. ; 

There were produced last year in Massachusetts, 3,768,160 pairs of boots, 
and 17,128,152 pairs of shoes, valued at $14,799,140. Number employed, 27,199 
males and 18,678 females. 

SHEEP AND WOOL. 

There are now 33,875 Saxony sheep, 162,428 Merino sheep, and 155,640 other 
kinds of sheep in the State. Last year these produced 93,218 pounds Saxony 
wool, 487,050 pounds Merino wool, and 435,962 pounds of other wool—all valued 


at $365,136.

It is burdensome upon many, widows, or- 
hans, and the aged inclusive, whose sole property is invested in such stocks, 
nd whose income arises solely from their dividends, One Bank in Massachu- 
tts pays a State tax of i] thirty thousand dollars, being more than the tax 
vied by the State of New York upon its entire Bank capital. If the tax were 
pon the dividend or profits, or upon the Bank circulation only, it would not be 
o partial in its operation ; but, in the present shape, the holder of Bank stock 
to twenty thousand dollars, pays a larger tax to the State than the 
perchant or manufacturer with a capital of one hundred thousand dollars. 

Our Boston correspondent observes that “ the profits of Bank circulation are 
proper subject of revenue to the State.” And why not the profits of the man- 
facturer, the merchant, the broker, the holder of insurance stock, &c.?

But these alternations of Bank expansion and nominal prosperity, followed 
by Bank contractions, disappointment, and perhaps failures, are very much to 
be deprecated. A tax upon circulation might do much in checking undue ex- 
pansion. A fixed minimum capital, and a fixed rate ef tax upon circulation, 
would take away the character of monopoly from Bank legislation—as charters 
might then be granted to all who would take them, sufficient care being had to 
see the capital actually paid in. 

Some of the States have gone into the business of Banking ou their own ac- 
count. It requires no great spirit of prophecy to foresee that their Banks will 
be badly managed, and the States become losers by the business. Banks, to be 
useful, must be founded on real capital, and, to be well managed, must be under 
the eye of the owners of the capital.

EARLY BANK I HISTORY. 
early history of Banking in Europe, affords ample materials for the re- 
flection of our Bankers of modern times, and will serve as caution to many of 
the present day, whose schemes are as visionary as those of the last century. 
We have the history of Law’s bubble before us, and more recently the failures 
of numerous English and American schemes: ail of which should be held in

view by our h s of the present day. We propose to recur to the 
history of the | prominent European Banking institutions. 
1.—Bank of England. 

This was originally projected by a merchant by the name of Patterson. In 
the year 1694, the Bank was incorporated, during the reign of William ITI., and 
in consideration of the sum of twelve hundre.! thousand pounds sterling, ite cap- 
ital, being loaned to the Government. This capital has gone on increasing from 
that period till the present time, according to acts of Parliament: by which its 
charter has been repeatedly extended, and its privileges enlarged. When the 
Bank was first established, its notes were at twenty per cent, discount, and’so 
late as 1745 they were below par. Bank bills were paid in silver in 1745. Its 
first post notes were issued in 1754: small notes in 1759. Specie payment was 
suspended in 1797 (February 25), when notes of one and two pounds were put 
in circulation. In January, 1798, silver tokens appeared ; and soon after Span- 
ish dollars, with the head of George III. stamped on the neck of Charles IV., 
were received as currency. Specie payments were resumed partially in Sep- 
tember, 1817. For many years, the financial measures of the British Govern- 
ment have derived ample aid from this greet reservoir of wealth, Its circula- 
tion in 1845 exceeded twenty-seven millions sterling, with bullion, varying from 
thirteen to sixteen millions.

The returns of circulation and of the Banking department, are now made 
weekly. In 1707, it was enacted, with a view to secure the credit of the Bank, 
“ that no other Banking Company should consist of more than six persons.” 
There are branches of the Bank of England established at Birmingham, Bris-

2.—Bauk of Ireland. 

Established by act of Parliament, and opened at Mary’s-Abbey, Dublin, 
June 25, 1783, and afterwards moved to the former houses of Parliament in Col- 
lege-Green, May, 1808. Branches of the Bank of Ireland have been authorized 
from time to time, and are now in operation at Armagh, Belfast, Clonmel, Cork 
Galway, Limerick, Newry, Sligo, Waterford, Westport, Wexford. 

The act of Parliament, 21st July, 1845, recapitulates the various acts consti- 
tating the Bank of Ireland, and enumerates the various sums advanced by it to 
the British Government, amounting to £2,637,069, in return for the exclusive 
privilege of issuing notes in Dublin, or within fifty miles. This privilege is 
now annulled, and the debt is consolidated into a 3 1-2 per cent. ; and private 
Banks are authorized, consisting of not more than six persons— 

The Bank to manage the public debt of Ireland and to pay the dividends, with- 
out expense to the Government— 

The Bank may be dissolved at any time hereafter, upon repayment of the debt 
by the Government, and after twelve months’ legal notice—
